CONSTITUTION. 
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I. — OP  OFFICERS. 

The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist 
of  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer 
and  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  meetiwff,  and  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  to  fill 
their  places.  One  person  may  hold  the  offices 
of  Treasurer  and  Secretary. 

II. — OF  THE  DUTY  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  ot  the  Association,  to  call 
special  meetings  whenever  occasion  may  arise 
therefore,  and  to  approve  all  accounts  previous 
to  their  payment  by  the  Treasurer.  In  addition 
to  his  vote  as  a  member  he  shall  have  the  cast- 
vote. 

TII.— OP  THE  DUTY  OF  THE  VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

IV. — OF  THE  DUTY  OF  THE  TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  dues  and  arbi- 
tration fees,  and  take  charge  of  all  funds  of  the 
Association,  and  pay  out  the  same  as  directed 
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by  its  order,  with  the  sanction  of  the  President; 
keep  fair  and  regular  accounts,  Bubjcct  at  all 
times  to  investigation  by  the  President,  and  by 
any  Committee  appointed  by  the  Chamber;  re- 
port at  each  monthly  meeting  the  state  oftho 
Treasury,  and  collect  all  dues  from  Members. 
At  each  annual  meeting  he  shall  render  an  ac- 
count of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the 
preceding  year.  All  sums  received  by  him 
amounting  to  fifty  dollars,  and  upwards,  shall 
be  paid  into  a  Bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  drawn  tharcfrom  by  cheque  counter- 
signed by  the  President. 

V. — OP   THE   DUTY   OK   THE   SECRETARY.       ' 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all 
the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  present  at 
its  meetings  any  communications  which  may  bo 
made  to  him  in  his  official  capacity,  give  pro]HM' 
notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  incumbent 
upon  the  office. 

The  Secretary  must  be  a  member  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

VI. — ON   COMMITTEE   OF   ARBITRATION. 

There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association,  six  members 
who  shall  constitute  a  Committee  of  Arbitration 
for  the  purpose  of  deciding  upon  all  di-^pnted 
accounts  or  other  matters  v/hicli  may  be  sul>- 
niitted  to  their  arbitration.  Four  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  said  Committee. 
The  member  of  the  Committee  actini^  as  Cl»j»ir- 
man  to  have  a  casting  vote  in  addition  to  his 
own  vote. 
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The  contending  parties  shall  first  enter  iuto 
honda  for  an  amount  proportionate  to  the  Rum 
to  be  arbitrated  upon,  to  abide  by  the  decisioji 
ot' tlie  Committee.  Said  bonds  to  bo  f^pproved 
by  the  Committee  of  Arbitration. 

In  all  caaca  in  which  the  CommittPj  are  not 
unanimous  in  their  decision,  either  ;  irty  in  dls- 
]:ute  niJxv  ippeal  from  the  decision  of  tht-  Com- 
mittee ot  Arbitration  to  the  Com.iiUee  of 
A^.^-eal  for  the  time  being,  provided  tbat  such 
nppcal  shall  be  made  by  written  notice  to  the 
Secretary  within  three  days  after  the  decis  ion 
shall  have  been  made.  The  Committee  ot 
Appeal  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Commilteo 
of  Arbitration,  and  shall  consist  of  three  membei's 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  They  shall  be  ap- 
pointed before  the  hearing  of  the  case  brought 
before  the  Committee  of  Arbitration,  and  shall 
only  serve  on  said  case. 

No  member  shall  act  in  any  case  in  which  ho 
may  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  but 
his  place,  if  necessary,  shall  be  supplied  by  a 
member  of  the  Association,  who  shall  be  chosen 
bv  ballot  bv  the  Committee  of  Arbitration. 

In  case  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  tlio 
Committee  of  Arbitration,  t'^ere  shall  be  col- 
lected by  the  Secretary  from  the  party  appealing, 
l)Gfore  such  appeal  can  be  heard,  a  fee  often 
dollars,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
Association. 

VII. — OF  MEETINGS. 

The  regular  meetings  of  this  Association  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  If 
tliat  day  be  steamer  day,  the  meeting  shall  be 
held  on  the  Tuesday  following.     The  place  of 
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meeting  shall  be  designated  by  the  President, 
unless  previously  provided  by  the  Association. 
The  regular  meeting  in  September  of  each  year 
shall  be  the  annual  meeting. 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time  on 
the  call  of  the  President,  The  President  shall 
call  a  meeting  whenever  requested  to  do  so,  in 
writing,  by  five  members.  In  the  absence  of 
the  President  and  Vice-President,  any  five 
members  may  call  a  meeting,  and  in  the 
absence  from  any  meeting  of  the  officers,  a 
President  pro.  tem.  shall  be  elected.  Seven 
members  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

VIH.~0F  VACANCIES. 

All  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  the  offices, 
or  in  the  Committee  of  Arbitration,  may  be 
filled  at  the  regular  meeting. 

If  any  officer  of  the  Association  shall  be  ab- 
sent from  Victoria  for  more  than  two  months, 
consecutively,  his  office  may  be  declared  vacant, 
and  an  election  held  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term. 


IX, — OF  ADMISSION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Any  person  desiring  to  become  a  Member, 
may  signify  his  wish  through  one  of  the  Mem- 
bers, who  may  nominate  him  at  any  regular 
meeting.  Aballot  shall  then  take  place,  and 
the  candidate  declared  to  be  admitted,  unless 
three  negatives  shall  appear  against  him,  in 
which  case  he  cannot  be  admitted,  nor  be 
again  proposed,  until  a  period  of  twelve  months 
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shall  have  elapsed  after  auch  rejection.  No  one 
shall  be  considered  a  Member  until  he  shall 
have  signed  the  rules. 

X. — OF  DUTIES  OF  MEMBERS. 

Every  Member  of  this  Association  shall  pay  - 
to  the  Treasurer  an  annual  subscription  of  five 
dollars  ($5)  in  advance.  Such  subscription  to 
be  due  at  the  annual  meeting  in  September. 
Members  admitted  at  any  period  of  the  year 
to  pay  the  full  annual  subscription, 

XI. — OF  RESIGNATIONS. 

Any  Member  may  resign  by  addressing  a 
letter  to  the  Secretary  to  that  eftect,  which  shall 
be  accepted  by  the  Chamber,  provided  all  dues 
by  said  Member  have  been  paid. 

XII. — OF  EXPULSION.     '       * 

Any  motion  for  the  expulsion  of  a  Member 
shall  be  made  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  lie  over 
until  the  next  regular  meeting,  at  which  time 
the  question  shall  be  put,  and  if  two-thirds  of 
the  Members  present  shall  vote  fur  said  expul- 
pion,  the  individual  named  in  the  motion  shall 
be  expelled. 

XIII. — OF  FEES  OP  ARBITRATION. 

Members  shall  not  be  called  upon  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  fees  of  arbitration,  excepting  that 
the  Secretary  shall  be  entitled  to  live  dollars  for 
his  services  in  notifying  and  attending  the  Com- 
mittee, and  a  further  sum  of  five  dollars  for 
each  copy  of  the  award  he  may  have  to  furnish. 
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The  fees  in  cases  when  neither  party  is  a 
member,  shall  be  (in  addition  to  tlie  Secretary's 
fees  aforesaid,)  2\  per  cent,  on  tlie  amount  of 
the  award  ;  provided,  however,  that  the  teos  in 
no  case  shall  amount  to  more  than  fitly  dollars, 
(^50),  nor  less  than  ten  dollars,  (i;10. )  All  fees 
of  Arbitration  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  for 
the  use  of  the  Association. 

A  statement  of  the  points  in  dispute,  and  a 
report  of  the  award,  shall  be  made  by  the  Secre- 
tary to  the  Association  at  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing after  the  same  shall  have  been  decided.   * 

XIV.— AMENDMENTS. 

The  Constitution  may  be  amended,  altered 
or  repealed,  provided  that  a  notice  of  such 
alteration,  amendment  orreoeal  shall  have  been 
ij^iven  at  a  regular  meeting  next  preceeding  \t^ 
adoption,  and  provided  also  tliat  it  receives 
the  sanction  of  tlie  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present.  .i         ^

I. — The  stated  meetings  of  this  Chamber  shall 
be  half-past  2  o'clock,  p.  m. 

II. — The  order  ot  business  at  stated  meet- 
ings shall  be  as  follows,  viz  :

At  the  regular  meeting  in  August,  imme- 
diately after  the  reading  of  the  minuter^,  a  Com- 
mittee of  three  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasury,  before 
their  presentation  at  the  annual  meeting. 

At  the  atmual  meeting  the  llrst  business  in 
order,  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes,  shall  be 
the  reports  of  the  officers,  after  which  the  elec- 
tion of  officers  shall  take  place, 

III. — Members  of  the  Committee  of  Arbitra- 
tion, who  snail  be  absent  from  the  meetings  of 
the  same,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  this

default,  unless  a  satisfactory  excuse  shall  have 
been  previously  made  to  the  Chairman. 

IV. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Chamber,  the  Secre- 
tary dhall  enter  the  names  ot  the  Members  pre* 
sent  upon  the  minutes. 

V, — A  quorum  being  present,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  take  the  Chair,  and  on  a  call  to 
order,  the  Members  shall  take  their  seats  and 
proceed  to  business. 

VI.— Every  Member  who  speaks  shall  rise 
and  address  the  Chair.  No  person  shall  speak 
twice  on  tbe  same  subject,  unless  by  permission 
or  by  way  of  explanation. 

VII.— All  motions,  except  those  for  previous 
question,  postponement  or  adjournment,  shall 
bo  made  in  writing ;  and  no  debate  shall  be  per- 
mitted, except  on  a  motion  regularly  made, 
seconded,  and  staged  from  the  Chair.  A  Mem- 
ber, however,  shall  not  be  prevented  from  pre- 
facing any  proposition  he  may  be  about  to  make. 

VIII.— Every  motion,  made  in  writing,  shall 
be  read  by  the  mover  in  his  place,  previous  to 
ottering  it  to  the  Chair. 

IX. — The  President  shall  be  the  judge  of  all 
questions  of  order,  and  may  call  the  transgress- 
ing Members  to  order,  as  otten  as  they  shall 
infringe  the  Rules  ot  the  Chamber ;  but  any 
Member  so  called  to  order  may  expU^in  himself, 
and  may  appeal  to  the  Chamber;  if  seconded  in 
such  appeal  the  Members  shall  divide^ 
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X. — 1^0  business  before  the  Chamber  shall  be 
interrupted,  except  by  motion  for  previous  ques- 
tion, postponement  or  adjournment,  and  such 
motion  shall  preclude  amendment  or  decision 
ot  the  original  subject,  until  such  motion  shall 
be  disposed  of. 

XI. — A  Member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a 
question  when  the  sense  will  admit  ot  it. 

Xn. — The  vote  on  any  question  shall  be  taken 
according  to  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Common s. 

Xm.— It  shall  be  competent  for  any  Member 
to  call  for  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question. 

XrV. — ^N'oneofthe  foregoing  By-Laws  shall 
be  recinded  or  altered,  nor  any  new  ones  made, 
[Unless  after  regular  notice  given  at  a  previous 
{stated  meeting  of  such  proposed  abrogation, 
I  alteration,  amendment  or  addition.

CONCERNING  DELIVRRY  OP  MERCnANDISE,  t»AY* 
MSNT  OF  FREIGHT,  ETC. 

When  DO  eipress  stipuUtioa  exsists  per  Bill  of  Lading, 
goods  are  to  be  coasidered  as  deiiTerahle  on  shore. 

t^reigbt  oa  all  goods  to  be  paid,  or  secured  to  the  satisfAc- 
tion  of  the  captaiu  or  consigoee  of  the  vessel  prior  to  the 
deliverj  of  the  goods. 

After  delivery  to  the  purchaser  of  goods  sold,  no  claims  for 
damage,  deficiency,  or  other  cau«e,  shall  be  admissable  after 
(roods  sold  and  delivered  have  once  left  the  city. 

When  Foreign  Bills  of  Lading  expressly  stipulate  that  the 
freight  shall  be  paid  in  a  specific  coin,  then  the  same  must  be 
procured  if  required,  or  its  equivalent  given, — the  rate  to  be 
determined  by  the  current  value  at  the  time  at  the  Banks. 
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
